Policies: Working press will be admitted to the press 
deck, where approximately 90 seats are available. 
Credentials are issued by FSU according to the follow- 
ing criteria: 

(A) Local newspapers, wire services, national pub- 
lications, newspapers from opponent's area 
and student newspapers from FSU and oppo- 
nent’s school. 

(B) Other daily newspapers with preference 10 
those which regularly cover FSU. 

(C) Scouts.

(E) Radio and television personne! not actually 
broadcasting, but considered reporting (seats 
will be provided in the stands)

Can Wide Open 
Style Send Seminoles 
Back to the Top? 


4982 provides Florida State head football 
coach Bobby Bowden, his staff, and players with 
adifferentsort of challenge. Inthe twoseasons 
Prior to1981, the Seminoles had combined fora 
21-3 record, consecutive Orange Bowl 
appearances and back-to-back finishes in 
the Top 10. 

Many thought following 
the first eight games of last 
season the Tribe had an 
opportunity to duplicate 
some of those feats. Certainly 
with a 6-2 record a major 
bow! invitation wasn't out of 
the question and with a 
good showing in the 
post-season the Tribe would 
have avery good chance of 


o 


losses to close the season. The Seminoles 

spent the holidays at home and it wasn't a 

pleasant feeling, 

Thus, Bowden & Company are now faced with the 
challenge of reversing the closing three games of last 
season. Unfortunately, though, there are many 
question marks concerning the Seminoles of '82 

‘Among the questions of immediate importance are: 
(1) Will the defense again return to its form of the two 

Orange Bow! seasons? 

(2) Is there an adequate replacement for the 
graduated Rick Stockstill at quarterback? 

(3) Can help be found in both the offensive and 
defensive lines where the “numbers” game is 
frightening? 

Bowden spent much of his summer trying to find the 
answers to those concems and others. He is worried 
about the upcoming campaign, but also realizes 
“rebuilding” is a part of college football and with the 
exception of just a few collegiate football schools 
‘everyone is going to go through a “down” period. 

“It's a four-year cycle,” says Bowden. “You build upto 
a peak, your kids graduate, and then you start again 
You build, they graduate, you start again. And inthe 
process, you go through different stages. You might 
have a couple of very productive years, but you always 
know that lean year is gonna come, too.” 

The Seminole mentor, whois in his seventh campaign 
with the Seminoles, compares his program with the 
likes of the other two Division I-A programs in Florida. 
He uses a circle for explaining his theories, 

“See, right now, Miami's way up here (at the top),” 
Bowden explains. “And, Floridaison the way tothe top; 
they're coming up this front side of the circle. But we're 
rollin’ down the back side right now, and we gotta make 
that tum again. It might be ’83 before we can get 


|=) ; ut, then disaster struck with three consecutive 


ourselves headin’ back up toward the top; we've gota 
lot of climbing to do. 

“But|'man optimist. I've gotta figure that somehow, 
something goad is gonna happen this year. | don't know 
how, but I feel like it will.” 

Certainly Bowden has already built the reputation of 
being able to tum a program around. He did that in his 
first season with the Seminoles when he took ateam 
that had won just four games in the previous three years 
and won five while finishing 5-6. There hasn't beena 
losing season at FSU since. 


“It's a four-year cycle,” says 
Bowden. “You build up to a peak, 
your kids graduate, and then you 
Start again. You build, they 
graduate, you start again. And in 


the process, you go through 
different stages. You might have a 
couple of very productive years, 
but you always know thatlean year 
is gonna come, too.” 


‘The early prognosis for the 1982 Seminoles is that this 
will be a team of tremendous offensive skills. Its 
expected that FSU will throw the ball more than it has in 
any of Bowden's previous six seasons. That, combined 
with an outstanding running attack that will feature 
taillbacks Ricky Williams and Greg Allen, who are both 
capable of rushing for 1,000 yards ina season, should 
mean a lot of points. 

“Ithink our offense will be improved, that we will have 
more breakaway and big-play capability than we have 
‘ever had,” Bowden says. ‘One big reason will be a 


‘quarterback with a stronger arm.” 

‘Whowill be the quarterback? That has been the most 
asked question of Seminole followers since the close ot 
spring practice. More than likely that's a question which 
won't be answered until opening night. 

“Right now we've got ‘em listed in order as Blair 
Wiliams, Eric Thomas and Kelly Lowrey,” Bowden says. 
“They're stil ina pack, and we got three more weeks of 
practice. 

“Lfeellike the first two have a slight edge over Kelly, 
but he came along real good in the spring. | thought 
Blair and Kelly really improved, and Eric has itall ahead 
of him, 

“I look upon all of this as a positive thing, not a 
negative one.” 

‘No matter who finally wins the quarterback derby, 
that individual will have outstanding specialty players to 
work with. In addition to the running backs, there is an 
outstanding group of receivers retuming. Three of 
those receivers (Dennis McKinnon, Tony Johnson and 
Jessie Hester) who are returning, combined to catch 50 
passes for 735 yards and eight touchdowns last 
season. 

Offensively the trouble spot will exist in the trenches. 
Starters return at nearly every position, but the potential 
starting unit from tackle to tackle never had a good 
‘opportunity because of injuries to work together during 
spring practice. 

Still the major question mark involving this football 
team stil evolves around the defensive unit. When fall 
practice begins, justone player (Harvey Clayton) will 
have been involved in the defensive scheme for four 


consecutive seasons. 


Who will be the quarterback? That has 
been the most asked question of 
Seminole followers since the close of 
spring practice. More than likely that's 
a question which won't be answered 
until opening night. 


“Defense is a question mark,” Bowden candidly 
admits. “Several linemen did noi come through in the 
spring like we had anticipated. We are behind in this, 
area. 

“The defensive coaches are definitely having trouble. 
This time a year ago, the defense had four of five 
starters returning along the line, This year, i's just the 
opposite. 

“We'll have very few seniors on that defense. It's 
going to be predominantly sophomores and juniors. 
We'll probably be fighting a battie every game, 
scratchin’ and clawin' for our lives defensively until we 
get these guys some experience.” 

‘The FSU coaching staff will be looking for the 
performers and not potential in the fall, Whoever wants 
the job the most, whoever hits the hardest, runs the 
fastest, and gives 100 percent will make the starting 
unit 

“We'te looking for people who'lllook the other team 
‘smackin the eye and go after them,” Bowden says. “We 
need some surprises. Maybe it will come.” 


OFFENSE 


WIDE RECEIVERS—The roster here is deep, talent 
laden and experienced, At the start of fall practice the 
starting assignments will fall to Weegie Thompson and 
Tony Johnson, but that won't mean a great deal since 
the coaching staff likes to altemate its receivers 
Backups will Include senior Dennis McKinnon, who will 
also be considered a starter, and sophomore Jessie 
Hester. McKinnon was the Tribe's second leading re- 
ceiver last year with 28 catches for 377 yards and four 
touchdowns. Johnson caught 13 for 207 and three 
scores. Thompson was the major surprise of the 
spring for FSU coaches, earning the ‘most improved’ 
trophy. This is only his second year at the position, but 
he showed last fall and during the most recent spring 
drills that he’s capable of making the big play. In var- 
sity competition last year, he caught two for 73 yards. 
Hester came to FSU with an outstanding reputation 
last fall, but sustained a hamstring injury early and 
never fully recovered. He still managed to catch nine 
passes for 151 yards and a single score. Among the 
top four returning wide receivers, Hester is the game 
breaker. Others who could see action here are head 
coach Bobby Bowden's son, Jeff, and Steve Nicklaus. 
Bowden is a senior and Nicklaus a sophomore. 


TIGHT END—Zeke Mowatt and Tom Wheeler give the 
Tribe an excellent combination here. Mowatt will be 
seeing considerable playing time for the third con- 
secutive year, In the last two, he shared starting duties 
with the graduated Sam Childers. Last year Mowatt, 
considered an outstanding blocker, did catch 13 
passes for 123 yards. Wheeler saw limited duty with 
the offense last fall, but showed during the spring he 
has the abilities to be an outstanding receiver. Wheeler 
lettered last season mostly for his specialty team work. 
Also in the picture is huge (6-6, 250 pounds) Orson 
Mobley, who apparently has found a place on offense 
after some defensive duty last year with the junior 
varsity, 


INTERIOR LINE—Anchors here will be center Tom 
McCormick, who won an Associated Press All-South 
Independent first team berth last year, and guard Bob 
Merson. Both saw considerable duty last year with 
guard Ricky Render, a starter late in the season when 
injuries took their toll. The tackle positions are wide 
‘open and the possibilty is strong that the two players 
drawing the starting call vs. Cincinnati will be compet- 
ing at the varsity level for the first time ever. Sopho- 
more Jim Thompson, brother of wide receiver Weegie, 
and Terry Widner, a junior, will start fall practice with the 
first unit. Thompson was red-shirted last season while 
Widner has played only junior varsity. Coaches are 
hoping that Eric Ryan, a starter last year at tackle can 
rebound after a poor spring to regain a starting slot. 
This area more than any other will certainly undergo 
numerous changes belore the first game. It's even 
possible that a talented freshman could step in here, 
although Ken Lanier was the only freshman lineman 
Who started for the Seminoles in the last six years. 


QUARTERBACK—Prior to the start of spring practice 
this was a major afea of concem. There were five 
candidates for the vacant starting assignment that had 
been held for two seasons by Rick Slockstill In fact, 
this is the first time since 1977 the Tribe hasn't known 
the identity of its starting QB prior to spring practice. 
The field of five has been narrowed to senior Blair 
Wiliams, junior Kelly Lowrey and sophomore Eric 
Thomas. Williams has a very slight advantage over 
‘Thomas for the starting assignment entering fall prac- 
tice. Williams is the most experienced of the three but 
he has just limited playing time, throwing just 61 
asses last season for 31 completions and 468 yards. 
‘Thomas has yet to take a snap in varsity competition, 
but he did lead the Seminole junior varsity to a 4-0 
record last fall, 


TAILBACK—No other position on the Seminole football 
team has the depth that exists here. Senior Ricky Wil- 
liams completed the spring practice with the first team 
and sophomore Greg Allen was second. That would 
seem like @ natural progression to most_until one 
realizes that Williams ran for 354 yards on 79 carries 
last fall, a 4.5 yard average compared to Allen's 888 on 
139, a 6.4 yard average per tote. Williams had the 
starting assignment last season until he was felled by 
an injury. The job then went to Alien, who rushed for 
202 in his first starting assignment at LSU, and fol- 
lowed that with a 322-yard effort the next week against 
Western Carolina to set an NCAA all-time freshman 
single game mark. The Tribe also can use Billy Allen 
and Tony Smith here. Allen ran for 222 yards last sea- 
son as a freshman while Smith was riding the bench 
with an injury. Smith did have several outstanding 
spring scrimmages. 


FULLBACK—Dependable and consistent Michael Whit- 
ing has graduated alter serving here for two years. 
Senior Ken Burnett, who has been the backup, now 
gets the starting nod. Burnett isn't a spectacular player 
but he always manages to get the job completed. Last 
season he carried 21 times for 109 yards. Possibilities 
to back up here include transfer Manny Carballo, con- 
verted tailback Cedric Jones and incoming freshman 
Horace Wilmot, who will benefit from participating in 
spring practice with the Seminoles. 
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DEFENSE 


ENDS—When spring practice began, most Tribe ob- 
servers felt these two spots would fall to retumees 
Allen Dale Campbell and John McLean, who occupied 
backup roles last season. That didn't happen, how- 
ever. Starting fall practice freshman Garth Jax will be 
at one post and the other will belong to sophomore 
Darryl Gray, Jax joined the Seminoles last winter after 
graduating early from high school while Gray was a 
junior varsity player last year. They both were regarded 
among the hardest workers the Seminoles had in 
‘spring practice. Campbell, who was used as the 
“third” defensive end last fall and saw considerable 
playing time, is listed as Gray's backup while con- 
verted linebackers Brian Williams and John Houston 
are pushing Jax. McLean has been moved to defen- 
sive tackle. 


TACKLES—Veterans Alphonso Carreker and David 
Ponder are the mainstays along the forward wall. Car- 
reker was a starter throughout last season and com- 
pleted the campaign with 52 tackles. including three 
‘quarterback sacks. Ponder was the “swing” player 
here and although he had just 16 tackles, saw con- 
siderable playing time. McLean was moved here to 
help shore up what is @ critical depth situation. There 
isn't a player behind either Carreker or Ponder with 
previous varsity playing time at the position. McLean 
could perform the “third tackle” role like Ponder did 
last season when Garry Futch was starting with Car- 
reker. Others who will receive work here include 
freshman John Powell, who has the advantage of 
graduating from high school last winter and going 
through spring practice, sophomore Mike Hutto and 
veteran senior Mark Sims, who has been plagued 
throughout his career by injuries. 


NOSEGUARDS—One of the most critical areas of the 
defense the coaches were not pleased with what took 
place here during the spring. Several moves will prob- 
ably take place prior to fall practice. Included in the 
switches will probably be the move of offensive line- 
man Pete Panton to this slot. Sophomore Lenny Chav- 
ers was the backup last fall and did start against 
Florida when James Gilbert was injured. Also compet- 
ing here is freshman Stan Gavin, who has been away 
from football for several years after graduating from 
high school in 1977, 


LINEBACKERS—Two positions exist here and three 
players who saw starting duty last fall are retuming. 
Heading the list is junior Ken Roe who the coaches 
called “our best” after spring practice. He was the 
fourth leading tackler last fall with 88 hits, including 
three quarterback sacks. Also back is Tommy Young, 
‘who finished the season with 97 tackles after getting 
his first start in the fourth game of the season against 
Ohio State where he had 16 tackles. He followed the 
next week with a similar number against Notre Dame 
and alter both games was named the Associated 
Press Southeastern Lineman of the Week. The third 


fetumee is sophomore Henry Taylor, who started the 
final game of the season against Florida. Taylor had 32 
tackles in spot duty last season. Roe is the only 
member of the trio who begins fall drills listed with the 
first team. The other spot will belong to sophomore 
‘Scott Merson, who was probably the major surprise of 
spring practice. Also in the picture here is converted 
defensive back Kim Mack. 


CORNERBACK—Veteran Harvey Clayton, who led the 
team in interceptions with five last fall, returns and has: 
‘the distinction of being the most senior member of the 
defensive unit. With the exception of Carreker. he's the 
only player who started in all 11 games last fall. Sec- 
ondary coach Jack Stanton ranks Clayton right with 
the current ex-Seminoles Bobby Butler and Bobby 
Jackson, who now occupy starting assignments in the 
pros with Atlanta and the New York Jets, respectively. 
The other corner slot will probably go to senior Warren 
Hanna, who was regarded as one of the most im- 
proved defensive backs in the spring. A junior college 
transler, he was a speciality team participant last fall. 
Also scheduled for duty here are sophomore Rocky 
Kinsey, the second fastest player on the squad in the 
40, and converted wide receiver Cliff Holiday. 


‘SAFETIES—The most experienced area of the defensive 
unit. Larry Harris, a starter last year at strong safety, 
returns and the weak safety slot presently has Gary 
Henry in a backup role. Two years ago Henry was the 
“nickle” back in the Tribe's detensive scheme. He 
wasn't a member of the squad last season. Sopho- 
more Brian McCrary is listed just ahead of Henry on 
the fall depth chart after an outstanding spring prac- 
tice. Also slated for work here is junior Pat Miligan, a 
walk-on two years ago, who earned a scholarship last 
year and even started early in the season. 


KICKING GAME—The Tribe is seeking a punter for the 
first time in tour seasons. Rohn Stark, who will be 
‘wearing the uniform of the Baltimore Colts this season, 
is gone after punting for a 46,0 average last season 
and 42.3 in his career. No clear-cut replacement was 
found during spring practice although the coaching 
staff tested quarterback Biair Wiliams and placekicker 
Mike Rendina. A strong possibility exists that the spot 
will go to a walk-on. If a walk-on doesn't come through, 
Rendina will get the call. This will be the second sea- 
son for Rendina to handle the kickoff and placement 
assignments. He was the Tribe's leading scorer last fall 
with $2 points, connecting on 25 of 27 PAT attempts 
and nine of 15 field goals. His longest field goal was a 
52-yard effort in the Seminoles’ 36-27 upset victory at 
Ohio State. A number of players could be used in 
return duty. Greg Allen and Billy Allen each retumed 
kickoffs last season for touchdowns. The punt return 
duties last year went to Cedric Jones and he will prob- 
ably get the call again this fall. 


PRE-FALL DEPTH CHA 


Offense

hen comparing Bobby Bowden's stay at 

Florida State to the tenure of previous 

Seminole head football coaches, the 
current Tribe mentor is a senior citizen. 

Alter all, when FSU kicks off September 4 against 
Cincinnati it will mark the seventh season Bowden 
has patrolled the Gamet and Gold sidelines. That 
may not seem like a whole lot of years to some folks, 
but @ quick check of the record book shows only 
‘one previous head coach (Bill Peterson) in Seminole 
history has lasted more than six seasons 

Thus, the upcoming season will make Bowden 
second in longevity to only Peterson in the 35-year 
history of Florida State football 

Bowden's success is also reflected in his FSU 
wor-loss record of 50-19. After he picked up that 
50th victory last season he became only the second 
head coach at FSU to reach that figure. Now, he’s 
just 13 shy of becoming the all-time win leader for 
the Seminoles. 

Long time observers of college football aren't 
surprised by Bowden's success, however. Success 
's synonymous with Bowden. He has had the same 
sort of winning record at his previous head coaching 
stops—Samford and West Virginia. 

At Samford, he was 31-6 over four seasons. His 
teams never lost more than two in a season and 
twice (1959 & 1960) the clubs lost just once. In six 


years at West Virginia, he piloted the Mountaineers 
to a 42-26 record and two Peach Bow! appearances. 
His 50-19 FSU ledger gives him a career mark of 
123-51, a winning percentage of .707. 

Bowden has turned the Florida State program 
around. It's no longer the ugly duckling of the 
collegiate football scene in the state of Florida when 
the Seminoles were 0-11, 1-10 and 3-8. Bowden has 
made Gamet and Gold fans enjoy football again 

He has made the program so successful that he 
has surprised even himself by staying in Tallahassee 
despite numerous job offers that have accompanied 
his success. And, most observers now believe that 
since he stuck it through what many consider the 
roughest schedule in the history of college football 
last fall, he will remain at FSU many more years. 

"You know what | figured?” Bowden asked when 
discussing the 1981 season. “I wouldn't be here, 

"'d do good and get another job, orf | didn't, | 
‘wouldn't be here to face that schedule.” 

Now, read the analysis of The New York Times 
Malcolm Moran, who spent a week with the Tribe and 
Bowden last fall

Indeed, Bowden seems like the perfect match for 
the Seminole football program. 

The Birmingham, Ala., native has been able to tie 
together the loase ends of a major college football 
program with his down-home country. folksy way of 
getting things done. A city slicker he ain't. 

He has the ways of a southern cracker yet the 
Polish of a sophisticated head coach from the 
eastern establishment thanks to a sicyear head 
coaching stint at West Virginia. Bowden has been 
able to find the right blend that makes him the 
second most popular head coach in the south today. 
Only Paul “Bear” Bryant of Alabama draws more

There have been three bow! appearances in six 
seasons—the 1977 Tangerine and 1980 and 1981 
Orange Bowls. And during the 1979 and 1980 
seasons the Tribe was consistently ranked among 
the Top 20. 


Bowden has twice been named National Coach of 
the Year. First the honor was given by ABC-TV and 
Chevrolet after the 1979 season and at the close of F 
the 1980 campaign, the American Sportsmanship 
Council named him its “Bobby Dodd Coach of the 
Year.” Twice he has been the Associated Press 
Southern Independent Coach of the Year. 

Despite the numerous coaching accomplishments 
and victories on the field, Bowden is still a very 
basic person. He says his life can be divided into 
four priorities: family, religion, football and golf 

(1) Family—He and wife Ann have raised six 
children, three of whom have played different 
roles on Bowden's teams at West Virginia or FSU. 
The latest to play is wide receiver Jeff, who 
completes his eligibility at FSU this fall. The senior 
Bowdens also have five grandchildren. 

(2) Religion—Bowden is a born-again Christian 
‘who often gives his testimony to church groups. 
Football, he says, often collides with Christianity 

“I would hope religion would take precedence,” he 
says, “but sometimes, no matter how hard | try, | slip. 
Christians aren't perfect, but a lot of people don't 
understand that.” 

(3) Football—I want to Keep coaching as long as 
i'm healthy. | have no interest in being an athletic 
director because | don't ike book work.” 

Bowden's biggest accomplishment, according to 
Bowden, is the 10-2 season his Seminoles put 
together in his second season (1977). His immediate 
goals are a national championship and major bow! 
victory. 

(4) Golt—Gol is his only recreation. He picked it up 
when he was coaching at South Georgia and worked 
in the summer as a lifeguard at the Douglas Country 
Club. He currently plays in the high 70s/low 80s and 
can be found almost daily on the course during the 
off-season 

“Golf has really helped my football,” Bowden says. 
“Its taught me patience and that you're never out of 
it. 've seen the pressure you can put on somebody 
by playing well, and that works in football, too.” 

Bom on November 8, 1929, Bowden attended 
Woodlawn High Schoo! in Birmingham. He later 
became a Little All-American quarterback for 
Samford University, He holds a bachelor's degree 
trom Samford and a master’s from Peabody College. 
He married his childhood sweetheart, the former 
Julia Ann Estock, and they have six children.

Following a career at Boston College where he es- 

ed himself as the NCAA career completion 
leader, Kruczek was drafted in the second round by 
the Steelers in 1976. He remained with Pittsburgh until 
1980 when he was traded to the Redskins. He re- 
mained with Washington one season. 

Kruczek’s most memorable year as a pro came in 
his rookie season when he replaced an injured Terry 
Bradshaw as the Steeler signal caller. Mike led the 
Pittsburgh club to nine straight victories and a playoff 
berth, completing 51 of 85 passes for 758 yards. He 
was named to the NFL All-Rookie team that season 
and played on the Steeler's Super Bowl teams of 1978 
and 1979. 

At Boston College, where he earned a bachelor’s 
degree in marketing, Kruczek completed 225 of 337 
passes for a 66.8 completion percentage.

Stanton has perhaps the biggest challenge of the 
football statt for 1982. He is trying to rebuild a defen- 
sive squad that was rocked by graduation following 
the Seminoles’ 1980 Orange Bow! appearance. 

Stanton's best defensive squad was probably that 
1980 squad. The defense was directly responsible for 
several Tribe victories during that season. The most 
famous of those was FSU's 18-14 win over Nebraska 
where a quarterback sack and fumble recovery sealed 
the victory with the Cornhuskers close to the FSU goal 
line with seconds ticking away. The defense was stel- 
Jar all year, giving up just 7.5 points per game, best in 
the nation, and recording two shutouts. 

For total defense, the 1980 Tribe was second in the 
nation. 

Stanton, a native of Camegie, Pa. began his coach- 
ing career in the high school ranks as an assistant in 
Louisville, Ky. and Wheeling, W. Va., and later was 
head coach at Bishop Ireton in Alexandria, Va. He 
soon moved to George Washington University for one 
season before retuming to his alma mater, North 
Carolina State, for the next five years.

Don Fauls, without question, 
is the most popular person 
associated with the Florida 
State athletic program. Fauls 
has been a friend and confidant of Seminole athietes 
since 1954 when he was first named head trainer. 

Affectionately known as “Rooster”, Fauls has been 
treating Seminole athletes for 25 years. In early 1970, 
he left Florida State for better than three years, but he 
retumed to the Garnet and Gold training room in 1974. 
Only administrative assistant Bob Harbison has spent 
more years on the Florida State football staft. 

Fauls continues to treat former athletes who may 
pick up the phone and seek his medical advice. Actor 
Burt Reynolds is most famous for this—one New 
Year's Eve Fauls was called to “Buddy's” Jupiter, Fia., 
home to administer to an old knee injury that acted up 
while Reynolds was performing in a one-man show. 

A native of Ithaca, N.Y., Fauls came to Florida State 
after serving as trainer for several professional 
baseball teams. He has worked as a trainer for the 
U.S. Pan American team and was a member of the 
Olympic Trainer's Selection Committee. He also 
served as assistant coach with the Seminole baseball 
team for eight years. 
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Fauls is not only respected for his own abilities as a 
trainer, but also as a teacher. Bill Ziegler, the present 
head trainer of the Texas Rangers, got his start under 
Fauls and many of Fauls’ former students now occupy 
head training positions at the collegiate level. Many of 
his present students have summer training jobs with 
minor league baseball teams.

TAMPA, Fla. (Jan. 2, 1950)—Red Parrish scored twice 
and Buddy Strauss rushed for 132 yards to give 
underdog Florida State a 19-6 win over Wottord in the 
Cigar Bow! football game. 

The victory was a come-from-behind effort by the 
‘Seminoles as the Terriers scored only moments into 
the contest to make the score 6-0. That touchdown 
came when Wofford defenders blocked a Bo Manuel 
punt and recovered it in the end zone. The extra point 
attempt was no good. 

For the balance of the first quarter, Florida State 
mounted several drives that stalled around midfield 
while Wofford netted virtually nothing offensively. Early 
inthe second period, however, Wolford had its first real 
threat. It died on the Seminoles’ 16-yard-line when Bill 
Dawkins intercepted a pass and returned it to the 
Terrier 20. Shortly after, Parrish bolted to the tribe's 
initial touchdown that tied the score at 6-6. 

Late in the half the Seminoles got cranked up again. 
‘Strauss busted up the middle for a 15-yard gain and 
an interference penalty pushed Florida State into Wof- 
ford territory. On the next play Parrish lofted a left- 
handed halfback pass to Norman Eubanks who made 
spectacular catch between two defenders at the 
Terrier 20. Shortly after, Parrish bolted to the Tribe's 
initial touchdown that tied the score at 6-6. 
point sent the Seminoles to the locker room with a 13-6 
lead. 

The thitd period was a dogged defensive battle with 
no serious scoring threats. But in the final period FSU 
pinned Wofford deep in its own territory with a 63-yard 
Manuel punt. After the Terriers fumbled on their own 
eight, the Seminoles were unable to cash in as Parrish 
‘came up a foot short on fourth down. 

Unable to move the ball out of the deep hole, Wot- 
ford was forced to punt giving the Seminoles excelient 
field position with only minutes remaining. This time 
Don Veller’s team wasted no time cashing in. With only 
seconds showing on the clock, Parrish sliced in from 
the five and Florida State had a 19-6 upset victory.

With the score tied 7-7 at the end of the first period, 
the underdog Miners put together a magnificent 28- 
point quarter that buried the Seminoles on this steamy 
January aftemoon. Texas Western quarterback John 


Griner ran the option to perfection in that second quar 
ter, and the Seminoles, fighting a blinding sun and the 
high altitude, just couldn't keep pace. 

‘After leading 7-0 in the first four minutes of this 20th 
renewal of the Sun Bowl the Seminoles allowed the 
aroused Miners to tie the score late in the period. On 
the first play of the second quarter, Florida State 
fumbled on its own 24 and Texas Western needed only 
two plays to grab its first lead of the day. That 
touchdown came on a nifty run by Miner ace Jesse 
Whittanton. 

At that point the flood gates opened. Tom Nugent's 
Seminoles made three more costly mistakes in the 
Quarter that led directly to Texas Western touchdowns 
and the homestanding Miners eased into the locker 
room with a 34-7 advantage. 

In the final half, the Miners ran the count to 41-7 
before the Tribe managed to get on the board for the 
second time in the afternoon. Quarterback Len Swan- 
tic led a third quarter drive that was sparked by a 
43-yard touchdown pass to Tom Feamster. But West- 
ern wasted no time in countering that Seminole score. 
(On the next kickolt, Bob Forrest raced 95 yards for the 
final Miner touchdown of the day. 

The Seminoles were able to tack on a final tally in the 
fourth period. Harry Massey Hit Bill Odom ona 16-yard 
pass play for the score. 


4958 Bluegrass Bowl 
Oklahoma State 45, 
Florida State 6 


LOUISVILLE, Ky, (Dec. 13, 1958)—A frantic fourth- 
quarter comeback was not to be as Florida State 
couldn't fight off the bitter cold and Oklahoma State 
went home with a 15-6 victory in the only Bluegrass 
Bow! ever played. 

A crowd of just over 7,000 was able to brave the 
10-degree weather for the first-ever meeting between 
the two schools. Players on both teams wore tennis 
shoes in an effort to combat the frozen turf. it was the 
Seminoles’ first nationally televised game and a rela- 
tively obscure Howard Cosell handled the color that 
day. 

Florida State got off to a good start in this one, 
mounting two drives deep into OSU territory. Both 
times it came up empty-handed though as field goal 
attempts from the 16 and 23 fell short. 

‘Oklahoma State managed to dent the scoreboard 
early in the second quarter as swift halfback Duane 
Wood sprinted in from the Florida State 17. 

Unable to get anything going in that second period, 
the Seminoles were forced to rely on their defense. The 
ast assault came in the final two minutes of the halt, 
The Aggies drove inside the Florida State five and on 
fourth down with 1:15 left, FSU's Ron Hinson stopped 
Forrest Campbell one foot from paydirt. That sent the 
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clubs to the locker room with the score 7-0. 

Early in the third period the Seminoles did them- 
selves in with a pair of fumbles. The second miscue 
set up the Aggies at the Florida State 39. It took 10 
plays but Wood finally scored his second touchdown 
and then caught @ two-point conversion to make it 
15-0. 


1965 Gator Bowl 
Florida State 36, Oklahoma 19 


JACKSONVILLE, Fla. (Jan. 2, 1965)—A brilliant pass- 
ing combination of Steve Tensi and Fred Biletnikoft 
rewrote the Gator Bowl record book and gave the 
upstart Seminoles an impressive 36-19 victory over 
‘Oklahoma in this post season event. 

The Florida State victory will long be remembered as 
one of the greatest passing shows in the history of 
college football. Tensi completed 23 of 36 passes for 
303 yards and five touchdowns while Biletnikoff 
hauled in 13 for 192 yards and four TDs. Both players 
signed professional contracts on the field at the com- 
pletion of the game. 

Oklahoma claimed the first break of the day as Tensi 
was intercepted. The Sooners marched to the Sem- 
inole 34 but on third down FSU defensive back How- 
ard Ehler picked off an OU pass and seiled 63 yards 
{or the initial touchdown, Later in the quarter the Soon- 
ers came back to claim the lead 7-6 but that lead 
lasted only as long as it took the Tribe to move $0 
yards. 

Phil Spooner was instrumental in the drive and Tensi 
continued to pick the OU detense apart. From the 15, 
Tensi hit Biletnikoft for a 12-7 lead. Twice more before 
the intermission, Tensi found Biletnikoff for 
touchdowns, The first score followed a George D’Al- 
lesandro fumble recovery and the second came on a 
long drive against the clock. The halftime score was 
24-7. 

Early in the second half Oklahoma recovered a 
Seminole fumble and cut the lead to 24-13, but as the 
third period drew to a close the Seminoles executed 
an 82-yard drive. On the last play of the quarter Tensi 
hit Don Floyd in the Oklahoma end zone for the 
touchdown. 

With 10 minutes left and the score at 30-19 it was 
time for the Seminole defense to take over. Two 
drives late in the game came up short for the 
Sooners and finally FSU tackled on its final TD—a 
14-yard Tens|-to-Biletnikoff toss that made it 36-19. 


1966 Sun Bowl 
Wyoming 28, Florida State 20 


EL PASO, Tex. (Dec. 24, 1966)—Fiorida State's vaunt- 
‘ed passing altack was not enough to overcome a 
stingy Wyoming defense and the Seminoles fell 28-20 
in their second try for a Sun Bow title. 

‘Though the Seminoles got a couple of early breaks it, 
was the Cowboys who first drew blood. The initial 


Score came on a Jim Kiick plunge and the score stooa 
7-0 at the end of the first period. Fiorida State bounced 
back, however, as Bill Moreman fell on a Vic Wash 
ington fumble and FSU had the ball at the Wyoming 
49. From there Kim Hammond found Ron Sellers for 
the tying touchdown. 

‘The Seminoles managed to grab the lead in the 
game shortly before the intermission, This time Ham- 
mond hit T. K. Wetherell behind the Cowboy second- 
ary for a 54-yard scoring strike. At the half it was 14-7. 

It didn't take long for the Cowboys to tie the score. 
Early in the second half Wyoming quarterback Rick 
Eglolf found Jerry Marion for a 39-yard touchdown, 
Late in the third quarter the Cowboys went ahead to 
stay. Kiick, who gained 135 yards on 23 carries, picked 
up 43 of them on a touchdown run that gave the 
Cowboys a 21-14 lead. 

Florida State made a last-ditch attempt to regain a 
part of the lead as time ticked away in the final quarter. 
Hammond hit Ron Sellers in Wyoming territory. As the 
lanky receiver was hit, he tumbled the ball and it was 
recovered by teammate Chip Glass at the Cowboy 
five. But the tenacious Wyoming defense held in the 
final three minutes. From there Wyoming used a pair of 
16-yard penalties and the running of Kiick to drive to 
the FSU 14 in the waning minutes. Egioff scampered 
into the end zone for the final Cowboy touchdown. 


41967 Gator Bowl 
Florida State 47, Penn State 17 


JACKSONVILLE, Fla. (Dec. 30, 1967)—Penn State 
jumped to a commanding 17-point lead at intermission 
but Florida State battled back in the second hall to 
gain an exciting 17-17 tie. 

The Seminoles received the kickoff but were stalled 
at the Penn State 25. The Lions fumbled after one play 
but an intercepted pass gave them the ball back and 
they got the first score on a 27-yard field goal by Tom 
Sherman in the closing minutes of the first quarter. 

Late in the second period Sherman passed to Jack 
Curry on @ 10-yard touchdown play and then came 
back to hit All-America tight end Ted Kwalick with 
seconds remaining in the half. The Seminoles were 
completely stopped before intermission as Penn 
Stale threw up a stingy defense that kept Kim Ham- 
mond and his mates at bay. 

The momentum changed in the second half, how- 
ever. Penn Stale received the kick but was forced to 
Punt. The Tribe drove quickly to the Lion one but 
couldn't punch the ball in. However, on the next 
series, the Lions gambled on fourth ‘down at their 
‘own 15 and the Seminole defense held. Three plays 
later Hammond passed to Ron Sellers for the initial 
Florida State score. 

‘When Lion halfback Charlie Pittman fumbled the ball 
‘on the kickoff the Seminoles were back in business at 
the Penn State 22. Passes to Sellers and Bill Moreman 
‘moved the ball to the one and from there Hammond 
took it on himself to cut the lead to 17-14. 

With just over a minute to play in the game, Ham- 
mond directed a picture-perfect drive from the 
Seminole 31 to the Penn State 15. There Florida State 


was faced with a fourth-and-five situation with 17 sec- 
‘onds remaining. Coach Bill Peterson decided to go for 
the sure three points and a tie rather than to risk a 
17-14 loss. Grant Guthrie booted the field goal and the 
1967 Gator Bow! had co-champions. 


4968 Peach Bowl 
Louisiana State 31, 
Florida State 27 


ATLANTA, Ga. (Dec. 30, 1968)—Competing in its 
fourth consecutive bow! game Florida State couldn't 
outscore Louisiana State and the Seminoles fell 31-27 
in a soggy game that initiated Atianta’s Peach Bowl. 

The Seminoles had been considered a slight favor- 
ite in the game until the teams took the field for the 
pre-game warmups. It was af that point that the rain 
began to fall and it didn't let up until the final minutes of 
the contest played at Georgia Tech’s Grant Field, 

Despite the rain, the Seminoles wasted little time 
getting on the scoreboard. LSU won the toss but the 
Tigers bobbled the ball and FSU's John Crowe 
pounced on the loose ball at the Tiger 38, Tom Bailey 
swept around right end on the game's first play from 
scrimmage and went all the way for the touchdown. 

That was the only score of the first period, however, 
as the heavy rain hampered both teams. in the first 
period, the Seminoles recovered two more LSU fum- 
bles and intercepted a Tiger pass. 

Early in the second period Bill Cappleman capped a 
75-yard drive with a 21-yard touchdown pass to Bill 
Gunter that gave the Tribe a 13-0 lead. LSU's first score 
‘came midway through the second period on a 39-yard 
punt retum of a stray Bill Cheshire kick. A 32-yard field 
{goal in the waning minutes of the half cut the Seminole 
lead to 13-10 at intermission. 

The Tigers came roaring back in the third period and 
a pair of louchdowns staked them to @ 24-13 lead. But 
the Seminoles were not finished. A fourth-quarter 
Cappleman to Sellers pass brought Florida State 
within five and with 6:15 left in the game it went on 
top 27-24 with a Cappleman-Sellers aerial and a two- 
point conversion pass to Chip Glass. 


4974 Fiesta Bowl 
Arizona State 45, 
Florida State 38 


TEMPE, Ariz. (Dec. 27,1971)—In one of the most daz- 
zling offensive shows in bowl history Arizona State 
managed to score with 34 seconds remaining in the 
game and capture the first-ever Fiesta Bowl 45-38. 
‘Over 51,000 partisan Arizona State fans crowded 
into Sun Devil Stadium and Ray Scott was on hand to 
call the shots over a 140-station TV network. Florida 
State's intial drive stalled and Arizona State wasted no 
time in grabbing a 7-0 lead. FSU's Barry Smith brought 
the kickoff back 49 yards and lke lightning Gary Huff 
and his mates tied the score. Huff's passes put the 


Tribe at the one and from there Paul Magalski got the 
six points. 

Thirty-two points went on the board in the second 
quarter. The locals drew first blood but soon a field 
goal by Frank Fontes moved the Seminoles to within 
‘one at 14-13. The momentum seemed to swing to 
Florida State as it raced 63 yards on a later drive and 
added a two-point conversion to lead 21-14. With just 
over two minutes left in the half ASU's Danny White hit 
Steve Holden for a 55-yard scoring pass that tied it at 
2121 

But, at that point the Seminoles proved they had 
come to play. Huff put on a brilliant passing display, 
hitting Gaydos for 46 yards to the Sun Devil 10. With 
time running out, Rhett Dawson snared his second 
touchdown pass of the day to give the Tribe a 28-21 
lead at halftime. 

The third quarter was all Arizona State, Holding the 
ball almost the entire quarter, the Sun Devils put 10 
points on the board and led 31-28 heading into the final 
stanza. Early in that last quarter Florida State culmi- 
nated a 75-yard drive with a field goal to tie the game 
31-31. On an exchange of punts, Holden hurt the 
Seminoles again. This time he returned a Dwane Car- 
‘oll punt 63 yards for 2 touchdown. Florida State came 
back to tie the game again as Dawson made a sensa- 
tional touchdown grab between two defenders with 
4:44 left in the contest. 

‘A final ASU drive resulted in a Woody Green score 
with 34 seconds left to provide the final margin, 


4977 Tangerine Bowl 
Florida State 40, Texas Tech 17 


ORLANDO, Fia. (Dec. 23)—Florida State, making its 
first bowl appearance in seven years, demolished 
Texas Tech, 40-17, in the 32nd Tangerine Bowl. 

A record-breaking crowd of 44,502 witnessed al- 
most total domination by the Seminoles, who became 
the only Division | school currently playing major col- 
lege football in Florida to achieve 10 victories in a 
single season. 

FSU jumped ahead with 5:50 remaining the opening 
quarter on a 23-yard Dave Cappelen field goal. It 
‘stayed that way until Mike Mock of Texas Tech evened 
the count with a 24-yarder early in the second quarter. 
Atthat point however, the Seminoles took over. It was a 
93-yard kickoff retum by Larry Key following the Tech 
field goal that gave the Seminoles the lead for good. 

Later in the same quarter, quarterback Jimmy Jor- 
ddan found tight end Grady King on a 37-yard scoring 
pass that boosted the Seminole lead to 16-3 at inter- 
mission. 

The Seminoles continued to add to their cushion in 
the third quarter. First Jordan found Mike Shumann 
with a 40-yard scoring toss. Next Cappelen booted a 
22-yard field goal. That made it 27-3. 

‘Tech returned to the board with 7:46 remaining in the 
quarter on a 44-yard scoring pass to make it 27-9. The 
count remained that way until Wally Woodham found 
Roger Overby on a 15-yard scoring toss to increase 
the Seminole lead with just 3:34 lett 
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Neither team was through yet, however. Tech came 
bback to score on a 21-yard run by Billy Taylor and with 
just 48 seconds remaining. FSU completed the scor- 
ing on a 44-yard pass involving Woodham and Chip 
Sanders. 


1980 Orange Bowl 
Oklahoma 24, Florida State 7 


MIAMI, Fla. (Jan. 1, 1980)—Julius Ceasar Watts and 
Heisman Trophy winner Billy Sims each rushed for 
more than 100 yards and a stingy Sooner defense held 
Florida State to 182 total yards as Oklahoma defeated 
Florida State 24-7 in the 46th annual Orange Bowl 
Ciassic. 

For 17 minutes, it appeared that Florida State would 
‘see its dream of a 12-0 season and possible national 
championship come true as it took a 7-0 lead on a 
one-yard Mike Whiting touchdown run in the first quar- 
ter. 

FSU had a chance to double its lead just moments 
later when punter Micheal Keeling’s kick was blocked 
by comerback Bobby Butler and recovered on the 
Oklahoma 17 by Keith Jones. 

Alter a first down, FSU failed to gain more than two 
yards on three tries and Rick Stockstil fumbled a snap 
from center on an attempted field goal try which re- 
sulted in Oklahoma stopping the FSU drive and gain- 
ing possession on the Oklahoma 19. 

Following a 25-yard pickup by Sims and a sack of 
six yards James Gilbert, Waits kept the ball on a 
Sweep to the right and ran 61-yards for a score. 

‘Watts’ run was @ sample of things to come for the 
Seminoles. Following the kickoff, Jimmy Jordan's first 
ass was picked off by Bud Herbert, wo would go on 
to intercept three passes on the night, and retumed to 
the Seminole 10. Two plays later, Stanley Wilson got the 
call from the five and rambled in for the score and a 
14-7 Sooner lead, 

Fred Keeling made it 17-7 at the half with a 24-yard 
field goal and the Sooners were on their way to victory. 

The remainder of the game was a defensive standoff 
until Sims took a lateral from Watts and raced 22 yards 
into the Seminoles endzone at the 7:13 mark of the 
fourth quarter. 

For the game, Sims ended up the leading ground 
gainer with 164 yards on 24 carries, Watts tallied 127 
yards on 15 attempts. FSU was outgained in the game 
by a 447-182 margin. 


4981 Orange Bowl 
Oklahoma 48, Florida State 47 


MIAMI, Fla. (Jan. 1, 1981)—It took something that 
Oklahoma was not supposed to be able to do well to 
beat Florida State in the 1981 Orange Bowl—pass. 
With time running out and the Seminoles leading 17-10, 
quarterback JC Watts—a swift quarterback who led a 
notorious Oklahoma running game, drilled an 11-yard 
touchdown pass to split end Steve Rhodes with 1:27 
remaining. 


Going for the win on the conversion, Watts rolled 10 
his right and hit tight end Steve Valora to give the 
‘Sooners an 18-17 win over upset-mindad Florida State 
in the 47th annual Orange Bowl Classic. 

Six hours earlier, Georgia defeated Notre Dame in 
the Sugar Bowl to wipe out any aspirations of 2 
Seminole national championship. Ironically, the loss 
came in the same place (Orange Bowl) where hopes 
for a second undefeated regular season were erased 
by the University of Miami, 10-9. 

A Florida State fumble recovery and a missed field 
goal kept Oklahoma off the board for the first quarter 
and FSU took a 6-0 lead when Ricky Williams capped 
off a 70-yard touchdown drive with @ one-yard plunge. 
Bill Capece converted and the Seminoles led by 
seven. 

‘The ‘score remained the same until two seconds 
femaining in the first hall as Fred Keeling's 53-yard 
field goal attempt was good, as the Sooners moved to 
within four at 7-3. 

‘Oklahoma took the second half kickoff and marched 
78 yards for @ touchdown and a 10-7 lead. On a 
second and goal from the FSU four, halfback David 
Overstreet took a pitchout to the right and scored 
easily 

‘On the following series, FSU drove from its own 2010 
the Oklahoma 27, only to watch Capece’s 44-yard field 
goal attempt sail to the right. The Seminoles recovered 
a Watts fumble three plays later, however, and this time 
Capece's field goal from 19 yards was good and the 
Seminoles tied the score at 10. 

With 13 minutes left in the game, Keeling dropped 
back to his own 18 to punt. The snap sailed through his 
hands and into the endzone where Bobby Butler re- 
‘covered for a touchdown and a 17-10 Seminole lead. 

Both teams traded punts and Oklahoma took over 
on its own 22-yard line trailing by seven with 3:30 
remaining on the clock. At this point, Watts abandoned 
the forte of the Sooner offense—the running—and 
went 10 the air. 

Facing a third and nine on the OU 23, Watts hit split 
‘end Steve Rhodes with a 42-yard pass to the FSU 35, 
Chet Winters hauled in a 14-yard pass to the Florida 
State 21 for another first down. 

After one more first down on a ten-yard scramble by 
Watts, the senior quarterback found Rhodes in the 
‘endzone for the touchdown. 

Two completed passes gave Florida State the ball 
‘on the Oklahoma 45 with just five seconds remaining. 
Capece attempted to give Florida State the win with a 
62-yard field goal, but the attempt fell six yards short 
and the Seminoles had lost to the Sooners for the 
second straight time in the Orange Bowl

This is 
Florida State 


Tucked in the Florida panhandle just shy of the 
state’s northem border lies Florida State University. 
At home in the capital city of Tallahassee, 
Florida State is a. co-educational university and is 
the senior member of the nine universities in the 
state system. 

A beautiful campus of some 345 acres is 
wrapped in greenery that combines the 
blossoms of camellias, azaleas and dogwoods 
with palm trees and moss-hung oaks, Over 150. 
buildings—from old gothic structures to the 
newer contemporary designs —dot the rolling 
campus. 

Academic excellence is found in14 colleges 
and schools offering courses of study in18 major 
disciplines. There are over 90 choices of 
bachelor’s degrees, 95 choices of master’s 
degrees and doctorate degrees offered in 66 
areas. 


utit all began 125 years ago in one building on 

40 acres—on Jan. 1, 1857, when Gov. James 

E. Broome signed a bill locating the Seminary 
West of the Suwannee in Tallahassee. 

By 1859, the school, which had not yet achieved 
college status, boasted 120 students and in 1860, 
enroliment had reached 250. 

The seminary saw some bad times when war broke 
out, and by the 1864-65 school year, the number of 
students had dwindled to 54. During the next 40 years, 
the seminary, more often than not beset with financial 
and personnel problems, struggled to stay alive. 

In 1887, Col. George M. Edgar, newly-installed 
president of the seminary, embarked on a project to 
‘organize the school into a four-year liberal arts college. 
At the first commencement, which took place in June. 
1891, former Gov. Wiliam D. Bloxham delivered the 
baccalaureate address and degrees were conferred 
on two women and five men. 

(On June 5, 1901, the Florida Board of Education took 
the final step of converting the seminary, renaming the 
institution Florida State College. 

Upto this point, most of the students were from the 
Tallahassee area, but with the new name came 
increased enrollment. During the first session, the 
student body of 252 also came from five other states 
and from 32 Florida counties extending from 
Pensacola to Femandina and as far south as Brevard 
and Orange counties. 

In 1905, as a result of the Buckman Act, Florida State 
College became Florida Female College. In 1909 it 
was renamed Florida State College for Women, the 
FSCW claimed as aima mater by thousands of ladies. 
Dr. Edward Conradi was named president that year, a 
post he was to hold until 1941 

During the ‘war to end all wars,” from 1914 to 1918, 
the FSCW women did their part—performing Red 
‘Cross and liberty bond work. Thare was no yearbook 
in the final war year—the girs felt it more patriotic to 
buy war bonds. Many went without class rings, 
donating the money to the war effort instead. 


Despite the war, Florida State College for Women 
continued to grow. In 1918 enrollment had reached the 
500 mark. 

Rules and regulations of FSCW seem humorous by 
today’s standards. Attendance at card parties and 
dances was forbidden and smoking was strictly 
prohibited. On Sunday the College gates were closed 
toall vehicles and no visitors except family members 
were allowed. Pianos and musical instruments were 
not played on Sundays except 15 minutes before and 
after mealtime and never ragtime or jazz! 

The years went by and the rules were relaxed. By 
1934 limited smoking was allowed, but no student 
could be seen smoking in the company of a man. 
Juniors and seniors were allowed 12 dates a month 
and freshmen and sophomores, nine 


On Feb. 19, 1940, the girls of FSCW lined campus 
streets to greet First Lady Eleanor Roosevelt, who 
spoke in Conradi Auditorium, urging the students to 
study politics. "You won't like it very much. You may 
think itisn’ta clean game; but we women, if we keep 
up our ideals, can do much to improve politics,” she 
told them. 

And war had not ended forever, after all 

During the World War Il, FSCW scheduled courses 
to train language and radio code specialists, x-ray 
experts and other needed technicians. President Doak 
Campbell (1941-1957) praised students and faculty 
for “sane programs, cutting out unnecessary 
extra-curricular activities and replacing them with 
voluntary activities closely related to the war effort.” 

Easter holidays were cancelled in 1944 due to 
transportation problems caused by the war; there was 
no Artist Series that year. 

‘The population influx following the war and 
educational opportunities fostered by the Gi Bill 
brought another change to the Tallahassee college. 

During 1945, FSCW assumed a dual identity. Gis 
stationed nearby already were attending classes at the 
school, but as men, couldn't legally enroll at the 
women's college. Therefore FSCW took on the 
additional ttle Tallahassee Branch of the University of 
Florida (TBUF), Dr. Milton W. Carothers, professor of 
education at FSCW since 1943, was placed in charge 
of the branch, He was later to serve as acting 
president for a time. 

‘The situation remained such until May 15, 1947, 
when Gov. Millard Caldwell signed a bill making both 
the University of Florida and FSCW co-educational 


FSCW was renamed Florida State University and a 
young Tallahassee man, John Patterson, became the 
first male student to enroll at FSU. 

Under the mantel of TBUF, the school already had 
tennis, basketball and swim teams. FSU quickly 
assembled a football team, coached by Ed 
Williamson. in October of that year, Florida State 
played its first game, losing to Stetson 14-6. 

However, that inauspicious start could have been 
worse. The Seminoles could have been the Fighting 
Crackers! 

In November, FSU students were asked to submit 
names for the football team. One hundred were 
submitted and in the first vote, these were favored: 
Crackers, Fighting Warriors, Seminoles, Statesmen 
and Tarpons. Fortunately, “Seminoles” won in the 
runoff, 

The Seminoles’ second year of intercollegiate 
competition, under Coach Don Veller, resulted in the 
Dixie Conterence title 

Florida State definitely has developed from its 
humble start in 1857, Since it became a university, it 
has had six chief executives. Following Doak 
Campbell were Robert M. Strozier (1957-60), Gordon 
W. Blackwell (1960-65), John Champion (1965-69) 
and J. Stanley Marshall (1969-76). Bemard Sliger was, 
named president in 1976.2 post he holds today, 

Both the men’s and women's athletic programs are 
among the best in the nation. The fame of names like 
Ron Sellers, Dave Cowens, Fred Biletnikotf and Dick 
Howser originated at Florida State 

On the academic side of the spectrum, the 
University has grown to include 14 schools and 
colleges and offers overseas study opportunities in 
italy, Great Britain, the Panama Canal Zone, 
‘Switzerland and Yugoslavia. A joint engineering 
program with Florida A&M University begins in Fall, 
1982.

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DR. BERNARD F, SLIGER 
President 


Dr. Bernard F. Sliger doesn’t fit 
the stereotype of the ethereal, 
pipe-smoking academic. Al- 
most everyone who's ever 
deait with him calls him “Bernie”; he’s down-to-earth, 
personable and by his own admission, “not tough 
enough” when it comes to handling personnel. 

This year, the Florida Board of Regents gave Sliger 
an “outstanding” evaluation alter his first five years in 
office. Regents Chairman DuBose Ausiey said Siiger 
has brought "a great sense of stability and purpose” to 
the University 

Siiger earned a Ph.D. in economics from Michigan 
State University. Prior to coming to Florida State, he 
worked 19 years as a professor and administrator at 
Louisiana State University and helped create the 
Louisiana Coordinating Council for Higher Education, 
Of which he was executive director. 

In 1972, Sliger joined the administrative team at FSU 
as executive vice president. He officially became the 
10th president of Florida State on June 10, 1977 

One of Sliger's proudest accomplishments has 
been getting legislative approval for the FAMU/FSU 
Institute for Engineering which opens this fall. That was 
one of his goals when he became president. 

His remaining goals include seeing the completion 
of the engineering program and obtaining a new sci- 
ence library. 

Although Sliger gives academics top priority, he 
sees athletics as a vital aspect of FSU. He said, “The 
athletic program at Florida State University is a means 
of identification for Florida State and a rallying point for 
anyone connected in any way with the University, in 
addition to being an important source of outside giv- 
ing. 

Even with the time-consuming demands of a univer- 
sity president, Siiger finds time to participate in Farida 
State sports as, he terms it, “an energetic spectator.” 

But President Sliger is no newcomer to the athletic 
scene. During his high school days in his hometown of 
Trout Creek, Mich,, he was a member of the basket- 
ball, track and football teams. Following a three-year 
tour of duty with the Army during World War Il, Sliger 
retumed to Trout Creek to teach math and coach the 
track and basketball teams. 

“This year,” Siiger said, "Florida State is celebrating 
its 125th birthday—more than 12 decades educating 
young people. First, they came just trom the im- 
mediate environs; now we have students from every 
state and more than 100 foreign countries. | predict 
the next 25 years will see us growing even more in 
quality, taking our rightful place among the leading 
‘educational institutions in the United States. We have 
survived and thrived, developing from a tiny pre-Civil 
War seminary into a first rate university of which we 
can all be proud.” 


DR. JAMES P. JONES 
‘Chairman, Faculty 
Athletic Committee 


Dr. James P. Jones has been 

4 member of the Florida State 

University History Department 

since 1957, and was named 
to chair that department in 1980. He received his B.A 
M.A. and Ph.D. degreas from the University of Florida. 
Jones has served on the Athletic Board since 1973. He 
was chairman of the Board's Academic Sub- 
committee until 1980 when he was named Board 
chairman. In this capacity he is the University’s repre- 
sentative to the NCAA, 

Jones is a historian of the American Civil War and 
has published five books and thirty-five articles on the 
history of 19th century America. He has also written on 
such Sports subjects as minor league baseball, Hank 
‘Aaron and the Gator Bow!. Jones’ work best known 10 
fans of Seminole football is FSU One Time! A History of 
Seminole Football, published in 1973 and updated in 
1974, '75 and ‘76. 


C.W. “HOOTIE" INGRAM 
Athletic Director 


C.W. “Hootie” Ingram is in 
his second year as Florida 
State's athletic director. He 
Came to the post in 1981 after 
serving as associate commissioner of the Southeast- 
ein Conference. 

Since coming to Fiorida State, Ingram has initiated a 
$10 million dollar building program for athletic facilities 
that will include a new athletic administration building 
and improvements to the football stadium, baseball 
complex and swimming pool area. 

Ingram had been associated with the SEC office for 
eight years. He was first an assistant commissioner 
before being named associate commissioner (1978). 

Anative of Tuscaloosa, Ala., the home of the Univer- 
sity of Alabama, Ingram played football for the Crim- 
son Tide from 1951 through 1954. He was All-SEC as a 
sophomore when he led the nation in pass intercep- 
tions. The 53 Alabama team played in the Orange 
Bowl and the 'S4 squad in the Cotton Bowl. Ingram 
also lettered for the Tide in baseball as an infielder. 

After an Army stint, Ingram turned to coaching. He 
started as an assistant at Bradenton (Fia.) Manatee 
High Schoo! and was later head coach at Tuscaloosa 
High School for three years. 

He later moved into collage coaching and had stops 
at Wake Forest, Virginia Tech, Georgia and Arkansas 
as an assistant. His only college football head coach- 
ing assignment began in 1970 when he succeeded 
the veteran Frank Howard as head coach at Clemson. 
Three years later he joined the SEC as assistant com- 
missioner. 


During his tenure with the SEC, his duties included 
supervising football and basketball officials, rules in- 
terpretations and eligibility. 

Ingram and his wife Toni have two daughters and a 
son.

Bob Goin joined the Florida 

State stafl as associate ath- 

letic director on July 1, 1981 

after serving two years as ath 
letic director at California (Pa.) State College. 

Goin, who received a bachelor's degree from 
Bethany (1959) and master's at West Virginia (1962), 
has @ background in both coaching and athlelic ad- 
ministration. Prior to taking the California State post, he 
was assistant director of athletics at West Virginia. 
Between 1960 and 1976 he served in various 
capacities at Bethany (W. Va.) College. Included 
among those duties were coaching responsibilities in 
football, basketball and baseball 

Immediately prior to moving to West Virginia, Goin 
served Bethany as associate professor and chairman 
of physical education and athletics. That assignment 
lasted for four years (1972-76). Goin was Bethany's 
head football coach between 1963 and 1972. 

Goin was responsible for expanding the California 
athletic program. He formed the Cal State Athletic 
Scholarship Fund and Athletic Booster Club. He also 
developed a new office complex for coaches, helped 
equip 2 training room, exercise and weight training 
areas and renovated the football locker rooms.

Doak Campbell Stadium to witness Florida 
State's five home football games in 1981, a figure 
that ranked the schoo! 28th in the country in home 
attendance. Only in 1980 were more fans attracted to 
Tallahassee; 361,402 saw the Seminoles play six home 
contests. The 1980 figure, although smaller in average 
attendance, ranked 21st in the country for total 
attendance. In a short period of time, Florida State's 
football program has attracted many faithful followers. 

On October 8, 1950, just three years after Florida 
State had fielded its first football team, the Seminoles 
‘andthe Randolph Macon Yellowjackets played the first 
game in Doak Campbell Stadium. A record crowd of 
9.676 watched the game under temporary lights as 
Florida State won 40-7. 

Today, Doak Campbell Stadium is fully lighted for 
nighttime football and seats a comiortable 55,246, Six 
‘expansions during the last 32 years have added over 
40,000 seats, including 4,000 for the 1982 season. 

Doak Campbell's original 15,000 capacity in 1950 
soon grew to 19,000 four years later and in 1961, a 
further expansion enabled 25,000 to watch Seminole 
football. During the Bill Peterson era, the stadium was 
‘expanded to 40,500 and it remained at that capacity for 
the next 14 years. Between 1978 and 1982, three more 
additions became a reality for Florida State followers. 

Named for Doak S. Campbell, the first president of 
Florida State University, the steel structure sits adjacent 
tothe school's campus. The stadium's gold seats rise 
out of a natural Bermuda grass playing surface, 
enclosing the field except at the endzones where 
additional stands accommodate an overflow crowd. 


Future plans of expansion will enclose the ends intoa 
perfect bowl. 

‘Above the west stands towers the pressbox while a 
new skybox over the east stands provides. viewing 
area for the Seminole Boosters, Inc. 

‘$400,000 scoreboard, erected in 1980, rises above 
the south endzone. One of the finest in the country, it 
includes @ message center that is operated by 
‘computer. In addition to the usual scoring summary, the 
scoreboard updates offensive and defensive statistics, 
throughout the game.
